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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

Claims 1-2 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 4 of copending Application 
No. 09/837,178. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because both sets of claims disclose overlapping values for the content 
of polycyclic aromatics, aniline point, and percent C A value for rubber process oil. 

It would have been obvious to utilize the Kurtz method to calculate percent C A because 
both sets of claims disclose overlapping C A values and it would be appropriate to measure that 
value utilizing any conventional and effective method. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: The prior art does not disclose a rubber process oil with a percent C A value of 20 
to 50% having a content of polycyclic aromatics comprising 3 or more rings of less than 2% by 
mass and having a total acid value of less than 0.04 mg KOH/g.
